AUSTRALIA MADE - 
BY AVIATGR 


Prize of £10,000 Ster Sterling ‘Is Won By 
Capt. Ross. Smith. 


Port Derwia, Australia, December 
10.—Capt. Ross Smith, the Australian 
aviator, arrived here today from Eng- 
land, thus winning a prize of £10,000 
sterling offered for the first aviator 
to make the voyage. 

Under the conditions laid “down by 
the Australian government when it 
offered a prize for making a flight 
from England to’ Australia, the. dis- 
tance of 11,000 miles had to be cov- 
ered within thirty days. 

Capt. Ross Smith left the Hounslow 
aviation fielfe near London at 9 
o'clock, November 12, on his flight to 
Australia. On November 18 he reach- 
ed Cairo and on November 19 he con- 
tinued his flight, and on November 23 
reacifed »Delhi, India. From there he 
continued east until he reached Ran- 
goon, turning southward at that city, 
making a number of stops along the 
Malay peninsula and in the islands of 
Oeeania. He arrived at Bima, on 
Sunbawa Island, near Java, Monday 
night. 

Port Darwin is near the northern- 
most tip of Australia, being near the 
town of Palmerson. 


FARMER WINS OUT 
IN NORTH ONTARIO 


Cannington, Ont., December 10.— 
President Robert Henry Halbert, of 
the United Farmers of Ontario, won 
the federal bye-election..in North 
Ontario yesterday after a hard fight 
against Neil D. McKinnon, the Union- 
ist candidate. Mr. Halbert's major- 
ity, with dne ‘polling sub-division to 


‘|be heard from, was 130, and his elec- 


tlon was conceded tonight by the 
supporters of Mr. McKinnon. It was 
stated that the one poll to be heard 
from would not materially alter the 
result. 

Mr. McKinnon, who is a miller, and 
resides in Cannington, polled a big 
vote in the towns, but lost out in the 
townships. In Cannington his major- 
ity was 351, Uxbridge 230, Beaverton 
132, and in Sunderland 251. 

BIG MAJORITY HERE. 

Mr. Halbert made.a strong run in 
Rama township, where his majority 
was over-500. Scott township gave 
him a majority of 218 and Uxbridge 
township 173. 

Mr. Halbert is a retired farmer and 
resides in Uxbridge. . 

The vacancy in the federal seat of 
North Ontario was caused by the 
death of Col..Sam Sharpe, M.P. The 
-bye-election was originally set for 
Monday, October 27, but was postpon- 
ed on account of the sudden death of 
the Unionist candidate, W. J. Cowan, 
at Cannington on October 21. The 
U.F.O. candidate, Mr. Halbert, remain- 
ed in the field and Mr. Cowan was 
succeeded by Neil D. McKinnon as 
the Unionist candidate. 

In the general election in 1917 the 
late Col. Sharpe was elected by over 
1,500 majority over Frederick Hogg, 
of Toronto, Liberal candidate.

Scientists Eagerly Studying a Great 

Change in Position of Planets That 

May: Canse Disturbances of Tremen- 
dous Importance on Earth. 


What will the heavens spell for the 
people of fhe earth this month? A 
great drift of-the planets in our solar 
system toward the sun ig now. on, and 
six of them soon will be grouped to- 
gether: on one side of it. Will this 
rare formation’ of our interstellar 
neighbors bring fearful cataclysms 
upon this globe or will it merely pre- 
sent a strange and beautiful spec- 
tacle with no untoward results? 
Scientists differ greatly in their 
conclusions as to the-effect of this 
march of the worlds. Prof. Allen F. 
Porta, an European meteorologist, 
takes the dark view that the unusual 
event will be fraught with dire conse- 
quences for the earth. The United 
States, he says, will be swept by “the 
most fearful weather cataclysms ex- 
perienced since. human history be- 
gan.” <A gigantic explosion of flam- 
ing gases will occur on the sun, he 
predicts, and these will leap  hun- 
dreds of thousands of miles out into 
space. Blectro-magnetic energy will 
be projected into the atmosphere of 
our planet to such an extent, accord- 
ing to Professor Porta, that the earth 
will be subjected to severe disturb- 
ances. . 

Professor .Porta’s pessimistic con- 
clusions have been widely published, 
greatly frightening many persons. In 
Mexico City, according to Associated 
Press dispatches, no less than a doz- 
en persons committed suicide as a 
result of reading the Porta forecast. 
They believed the end of-:the world 
was near. Persons in this country, 
too, have written to the newspapers 


.| agitatedly- inquiring if such a catas- 


trophe is likely to occur. 

Contradicting Porta’s gloomy fore- 
cast are the statements of three of 
the world’s greatest students of the 
heavens. Prof. O. H. Truman of the 
Lowell observatory at Flagstaff. Ariz., 
declares no calamity will befall the 
earth. 

MAY ONLY CAUSE SUNSPOTS. 

“It is a fact,” said Professor Tru- 
man, “that for some days before and 
after December 17 six of the planets 
—Neptune, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, 
Venuf and Mercury—will be roughly 
in the same direction from the sun. 


| Uranus in a directly opposite direc- 


tion and the earth somewhere at right 
angles. This is doubtless an unusual 
grofiping. I should think, however. 
that it or some groupirf much like 
it has occurred several-tiffes before 
in the ages of recorded history. How- 
ever, no bad results are to be feared 
from it. Even should this conjunc- 
tion of the planetg cause sunspots, 
and there is no certainty that it will. 
the sunspots will have no effect upon 
the weather of the earth. 

“I think it too bad that such unfor- 
tunate predictions gain wide circula- 
tion. People believe them—they have 
no reason to do anything else—and 
when nothing harmful happens - sci- 
ence as a whole is discredited.” 

Father Rigge, Jesuit astronomer at 
Creighton college, rated as one of 
the foremost scientists of the world, 
too, scouts the theory tht there will 
be any cataclysmic effects upon the 
earth. 

“Nothing particularly dreqdful is 
likely to happen in December, and if 
anything of the sort does, this plane- 
tary phenomenon will be in no way 
responsible,” declares Father Rigge. 
“Saturn, Mars, Venus and the great 
sun Regulus were all in line twice 
before this year and nothing exciting 
occurred. There is no reason at all 
to be frightened.” 

Professor Porta’s conclusions are 
that the planets are linked to the 
sun by great chains of electro-mag- 
netic energy whose compelling forces 
counteract each other and hold each 
planot in {ts regular path. When-

On 
December 17, says ‘Porta, no less: than 
seven of the greatest. planets will be 
pulling jointly upon the sun, six, of 
them but 26 degrees on the ‘same 
side of the sun™ «| t 


The earth, according ‘to Professor 
Porta, will be in a position to receive 
the full’ shock of this enormous dis- 
charge of electromagnetic energy. 

“IT make this startling prophesy 
with no desire to be merely sensa- 
tional or alarming,” Professor Porta 
declares., “It is “merely because my 
study of” ‘the planets has revealed cer- 
tain things with mathematical cer- 
tainty that I now say: Be warned in 
advance. Tremendous things -are go- 
ing to. happen from December 17 to 
December 20 and afterwards.” 

Among these “tremendous things” 
Professor Porta mentions hurricanes, 
lightning, colossal rains. gigantic lava 
eruptions, great earthquakes and fear- 
{ul cold. The crater on the sun, caus- 
ed by the explosion of gases, he says, 
will be large enough to engulf the 
earth as‘much as Vesuvius might en- 
gulf a football. 

But, soothing and reassuring to the 
troubled minds of the earth folk, 
comes the comment of Camille Flam. 
marion, the great French acientf8t, 
who dismisses the planetary phenom- 
enon with the statement that it will 
be only “a beautiful spectacle.” 

“Let the lover of the  Weautiful 
arise about five o'clock in the morning 
and look out of a window toward the 
east; he will not regret the effort and 
will have presented to his charmed 
gaze one of the most marvelous 
sights that it Is possible to imagine, 
especially if he be able to transport 
himself in spirit towards the. far-off 
worlds, towards the lands of the 
skies, sisters of the floating island 
wRereon the destinies of our human- 
ity roll," writes Flammarion with the 
splendid imagination which has made 
him perhaps the most popularly read 
of all the scientists. . 

“You will be literally dazzled by 
the radiant light of Venus, nearly 
moonlight in its intensity. The four 
most brilliant planets of our system 
—Venus, Jupiter, Saturn and Mars -—- 
(in the order of their brightness)--- 
ure at this time all together in the 
same region of the sky. The march 
uf these worlds, at once rhythmic and 
variegated, moving like the earth 
iigelf around. our sun, which retains 
tLem grouped, a rich planetary fami- 
ly, in‘ the subtle and all powerful net 
of its. attraction, endows the sky 
with a mysterious life, full of al- 
lurement to-our imaginations.” 

Ne other warning than that of 
Prof. Porta has issued from the, ob- 
servatories of the great scientists. 
Prof. David Todd, the eminent Am- 
herst observer, who some time ago 
planned to try to establish communi- 
cation with Mars by ascending more 
than 30,000 feet in a balloon, is in 
South America. There, on one of the 
highest points of the Andean range, 
he expects to observe the strange 
formation of the planets. But no 
word of possible danger to the earth 
has been voiced by Professor Todd, 
and it is assumed that he, like Tru- 
man and Flammarion, regards ‘it as 
only a remarkable spectacle, one oc- 
curring but, rarely in the procession 
of the ages.

All money dona- 
tions should be sent to the Provincial 
Secretary, Mrs. A. H. Rogers, Ft. 
Saskatchewan, while bundles of 
clothing, etc. will be received at the 
Relief Rooms, Riley Block, Calgary. 
The clothing from this centre will be 
sorted and repacked eud sent on to 
districts who have. sent in for relief. 
The money will be spent on shoes, 
undergarments, beddiug, etc. 

‘The plan is a thorough one. Each 
request is verified either’ by the 
President of the Institutes, School 
Teachers, Reeve, Secretaries of Muni- 
cipalities, Township Cotncillor, Re- 
Nef Fieldman, Bank Manager, or 
Clergyman. Although jhe~ response 
so-far is splendid, much more is\need- 
ed, and needed at once.

CHANGING EUROPE’S 
LAND SYSTEM 


The new governments of - Poland, 
Roumania, Croatia and Slavonia are 
limiting the amount of land that can 
te held by one person to between 
approximately fiye hundred and one 
thousand acres. Holdings in excess 
of these amounts are bing. sold to 
the farmers.at fair prices and under 
long time payments. Undér the old 
land tenure systems in theses coun- 
tries, that came down from the mid- 
dle ages, the peasants held their land 
in tracts of twelve to fifteen acres. 
They did not live on these little 
patches, but congregated in villages, 


so that frequently the farms were so/ 


far away that much of the day was 
consumed in going and coming. Itis 
plain that, under these conditions, 
agricultural production was greatly 
handicapped and the returns to the 
peasant pitifully small. It is now 
proposed to locate the peasants on 
the lands they till and make them 
permanent residents. :

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At your requost, as an old Ontario 
friend, I am trying to giva you a brief. 
account of my vacation trip. 

On July~14 I started, to join in’ a. 
family . reunion in Missouri. Just 
south of Penhold the road was: block-’ 
2d by. a freight train wreck, where I 
met some returning soldiers. : 

Entraining at Calgarv on’ through 
train No. 14, I found the tourist cur 
O.K. as far as St. Paul. I saw at Por- 
tal that every pefson, including even 


returning U.S. citizens, must pay a - 


poll tax of eight dollars. 

Changing cars at St. Paul and ping 
30uth, I reached Kansas City the fol- 
lowing afternoon. Next morning’ I 
travelled east to Otterville, Mo., 
where, having been warned that morn- 
ing by telegraph my three sisterse ‘a 
brother-in-law, and a niece welcomed 
me. A little later on, my brother 
fenry, -arriving from Sedalia, Mo., . 
completed. the family reunion at which 
we visited and reminisced ‘to our 
heart's content for four weeks. 


After taking in the White Marble — 


Capitol at Jefferson City,Mo., and the 
Missouri State Fair at Sedalia, Mo., , 
my two Ontario sisters and I travelled 
eastward to St. Louis, Mo., thence 


Ne 


north to Anderson, Ind., where¢ wads * 


visited our brother, S: Farley You- 
mans and family ,taking in Indian- 
apolis, Ind., also. After a week’s vis- 
it we went north to Milwaukee and 
Buffalo, N.Y. 

Here we parted company, I, calling 
at Jordan station, visited Mr. Jacob 
Michener and Mrs. Rowland, father 
and mother-in-law of our Hon. &. 
Michener. 

Thence I joined my sisters in Tor- 
onto, just in time to attend the first 
reception of the Prince of Wales 
there, About sixty years ago, wien 
his grandfather, King Edward, visited 
Canada, my father, Mr. John W. 
Youmans, trained a large class of juv- 
enile singers at Kingston, Qntario. 
He chartered one of Captain - Gilder- 
sleeve’s steamboats and took his choir 
out to meet the Prince’s fleet: When 
his boat stood in the harbor, we came 
up alongside and sang songs of wel- 
come to the then Prince of Wales. 

On that day, September 26th, 1919, 
I_had tlre pleasure and honor of seeing 
his grandson, the present Prince of 
Wales, and of hearing the children of 
half a dozen school generations later, 
and the Welsh choir sing thier royal 
greetings. 

I visited the Toronto Exhibition 
several times. It is said to be the 
finest of its kind in America. Besides 
visiting my deceased brother’s-child- 
ren and grand-children, I also called 
on several former citizens of Red 
Deer, viz., Dr. Grant, who claims the 
honor of being “a pessimist, one 
who sees things as they are”; the 
ae Nina, a university graduate, 

is taking up social service work 
nace the Rev. Dr. Pidgeon, Mary is 
taking domestic science in her third: 
year at the university; the Richard- 
sons, Frank so well and favorably 
known here, has his B.A. degree and 
is a student at law. ~ 

I next visited at Kinsale, my ‘broth- 
er-in-law, R. R. Mowbray, Esq., twice - 
warden of his county, dnd their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. R. S. McLajighlin at Osha- 
wa, your native town; thence my :sis- 
ter, Mrs. F. H. Lazier of Colbright; 
then oh to Prince Edward, my native 
county, that I love so much, the pre- 
mier county in the prohibition vote, 
when grand Old Ontario went dry on. 
October 20th, 1919 so convincingly 
that the liquor league in- Manitoba 
gave up circulating their “wet” pe- 
tition and threw up the sponge. Space 
will not permit me to speak of my 
visits in Prince Edward County, -nor 
of my return home via Picton, Tren- 
ton, Colbright,:Cobourg, Port Hope, 
Kinsale, .Uxbridge, Toronto, Winni- 
peg and Calgary. Nor of the adven- 
tures, and new and old acquaintances 
IT met. Suffice it to say that I so en- 
joyed my nineteen weeks’ trip that I.

SMALLEST REPUBLIC. 


The smallest republic in the world, 
so far as area is concerned, is St. 
Goust, situated in an almost inacces- 
sible part of the Basse-Pyrennees. 
St. Goust is hardly a square mile in 
area, with a population of practically 
130 persons, who rule’ themselves. 
The president is elected by a coun- 
cil of 12, chosen for five years by the 
people, and he is likewise judge, as- 
sessor and tax, collector. This little 
republic has been ruled, it is said, 
for more than 2,000 years through a 
council of elders. The smallest self- 
governed state in the world in regard 
to population is Tavorara, an island 
but little known, off the north coast 
of Sardinia. It is about five miles 
long with an average width of half 
a mile, yet it is a free and indepen- 
dent republic of about 70 inhabitants, 
who are their own rulers.

The latest addition to the great 
fleet of C.P.0.S. Steamships which 
ply between Canada and practically 
all the important ports of call in the 
world is the “Empress of France.” 
before the war popularly known as 
the SS. “Alsatian” and one of the 
ocean grey hounds between Canada 
and Liverpool. The vessel has been 


reconditioned since the war ceased 
anc recently’ completed her maiden 
trip to Quebec under her new name. 
Tbe photographs here reproduced 
give an adequate description of her 
interior arrangements and fittings, 
and will compare favorably with the 
great Leviathans in this respect. 
The “Empress of France” has a 
length of 600 ft.; beam 72 ft.; depth 
(to D deck) 54 ft..6 in.; and a ton- 
nage of 18,000 gross. A striking pe- 
culiarity is the cruiser’s stern, which 
imparts a warlike appearance to the 
vessel. Her war record is one to be 
proud of, 

The “Empress of France” as the 
8S. “Alsatian” was requisitioned for 
war purposes under Royal Procla- 
mation immediately on her arrival at 
the port of Liverpool, midnight on 
the 6th August, 1914. After comple- 
tion of discharge, the entire removal 
of all passenger accommodation and 
other woodwork, she was armed with 
8-6 in. guns, commissioned and 
manned by a naval crew under the 
command of Captain V. Phillimore., 

: D.9.0., and was attached to the 10th 
Cruiser Squadron on northern patrol 
duty, sailing from Liverpool on Aug- 
ust 15th, at which port sho has been 
based during the entire period of her 

“commission, :

From August to December, 1914. 
she remained as above stated, but in 
December she was made Flag Ship of 
the Squadron to which she was at- 
tached, and Vice-Admiral Sir Dudley 
R. S..De Chair, K.C.B., M.V.O., hoist- 
ed his flag, which flew up to March, 
1916, when he was succecded by Ad- 
miral Sir Reginald G. Tupper, K.C.B., 
C.V.O., who was succeeded in Novem- 
ber, 1918, by Rear-Admiral C. W. 
Keighley Peach, under whose flag 
she terminated her commission as an 
Armed Cruiser. 

The Squadron to which she was at- 
tached, and later became Flagship of, 
consisted of 24 vessels, the majority 


of which were Armed Mercantile 
Cruisers. The duties of the Squa- 
dron consisted of the stopping of 


vessels, boarding them and examin- 
ing their papers, and should on ex- 
amination they prove to be at all of 
a suspicious nature, a Naval Officer 
was placed in charge and they were 
taken into a United Kingdom port 
for closer examination. This simi- 
larly applied to any members of the 
Passengers or crew, as each and 
everyone had to give a satisfactory 
explanation as to thoir nationality 
and business. Available records 
show that in all the Squadrurn inter- 
cepted some 16,000 vesse!s, but it is 
{Impossible to stato how many of 
these proved to be engaged in work

such capacity. While so engaged sho 
escorted nine convoys of about 20 
vessels each, carrying an estimated 
number of troops per convoy of 30,- 
000, principally Americans. 

While engaged on Convoy Escort 
duties the “Alsatian” also carried 
troops and cargo, the number of 
former per voyage being about 600, 
and the weight of cargo per voyage 
between 2,000 and 3,000 tons. She 
made her last voyage on Goverifment 
Service in November, 1918, sailing 
from Liverpool on the 14th, and re- 
docked at that port on December 
11th, 1918, having steamed a total 
distqgnce on Government Service of 
266,741 miles and consumed 170,571 
tons of coal. 

On Jauuary 17th, 1919, she left for 
Glasgow, having been placed in the 
hands of.bher  Builders—Messrs. 
Beardmore & Co.—by the Admiralty 
for reconditioning, being redelivered 
to the C-P.0.S. at the Port of Liver- 
pool on Thursday, September 25th, 
and sailed for Quebec on Friday, 
September 26th. 

Capta!n Outram, her captain when 
war broke out, was given the rank of 
Commander R.N.R., and acted in that 
capacity, which was of an advisory 
naturo, under toth Vice-Admiral Sir 
Dudloy R. 8, De Chair, K.C.B., M.V.0O., 
and Admiral Sir Reginald G. Tupper, 
K.C.B., C.V.0., and was granted tho 
D.S.0. for sorvices rendered, being 
succeeded by Captain Cook at the 
samo time as Admiral Tupper was 
succscoded by Rear-Admiral C, W.

In finding employment for returned soldiers, the C.P.R. has found 
by experience that in most cases it {s advisable to reinstate them in the . 
same department as that in which they worked previous to enlistment. 
The freight handler who has ambitions to become a dining car waiter 
is not encouraged 10 change his vocation unless he can prove that he 
learned something about waiting, for instance, at an Officers’ mess dur- 
ing his military life. His military experience has probably made him 
a better man than before for handling freight but has not qualified him 
for the skilled trade of a dining car waiter. Baggage men who have 
served {n the Army come back as a rule all the better for their ex- 
perience. but the Army training has not qualified them to be sleeping 
car conductors or ticket clerks, and if they prove to be misfits at a new 
‘job the only result is friction and discontent. The general experience, 
however, is that the normal returned man who goes back to his old or a 
similar job is all right, indeed is often improved by the discipline and 
teamwork which he has learnt in the Army. é 

The policy of the C.P.R. has been to find a position at least as good 
as the position given up, and this policy has been carried out in the 
higher ranks of the service as well as in the lower ranks.

,the principles of Protestantism, and 
‘reverted to obedience to Papacy, the 
Dark Ages would return. There is 
not a single oppressive doctrine that 
Rome proclaimed in the past, altered 
to harmonize with modern thought. 
Indeed the most Papal dogma of all 
—the infallibility of the Pope—was 

promulgated as late as 1870. 

“Ig it a sin or crime for Protestants 
to extol and defend that form of relig- 
fon that gave the people liberty of 
conscience? Is it a crime to protest 
against special privileges being grant- 
ed to the Jesuits or other Papal or- 
ders? Or does Saturday Night see 
no value in any form of religion? In 
our judgment mankind would be bereft 
of its greatest gift if Atheism were 
universal. And of all forms of relig- 
ion that have been practised since 
the world began, that which is based 
on the Protestant conception of Scrip- 
tural faith is the best and has pro- 
duced the best restlts. 

Let the superficial writer in Satur- 
day Night compare Mexico with the 
United States, Quebec with Ontario, 
the South of Ireland with Ulster, Aus- 
tria with England, and tell us how he 
accounts for the difference in the 
moral, material and spiritual con- 
dition of the people. If it is not to 
be credited to the difference in their 
religious belief, how does he account 
for it? Or let him point out one 
nation in all the wide world that is 
educated, prosperous and progressive 
and under the rule of the Papacy. 

Let him take this text as prowing 
the broader toleration of Protestants: 
Use an equally offensive phrase about 
Roman Catholicism, and keep a rec- 
ord of the number of readers who stop 
their subscriptions because he exer- 
cises his liberty to criticize. If his 
paper were published in’ the province 
of Quebec it would be suppressed by 
having a ban placed upon it, if he 
offended the bishops. There is no 
ecclesiastical power in a Protestant 
state to suppress papers for religious 
reasons. Saturday night is a bene- 
ficiary of the professional Protestant- 
ism that secures liberty of speech, of 
the press, and of conscience to all the 
people. 


The rumor is published that Sir 
Robert Borden will probably resign 
from the leadersip of the Union Gov- 
ernment, and that he has informed 
his colleagues to this” effect. The 
strain of leadership during the mighty 
conflict, ended last year, has left its 
mark upon him, and his physicians 
advise a complete rest.

time, the people of Canada will _ re- 
ceive his withdrawal with the great- 
est regret. 

There are also rumors that Hon. 
Arthur Sifton and other ministers will 
retire. It is said that in the event of 
Sir Robert’s retirement. Hon. Arthur 
Meighen would take his place as 
leader, and he naturally would pick 
his .ownecabinet. There will be no 
other move. however. until {ft is 
learned of Sir Robert Borden’s inten- 
tions in the matter. 


POWER IN ALBERTA. 


Industrial progress is representa- 
tive of the power supply; where an 
abundance of power is available, at a 
comparative cost, there will manufac- 
turing develop. 

In certain of our provinces, water 
power is predominant, while in others 
coal is the more important. Such is 
the case in Alberta, as is exemplified 
in a pamphlet just issued by the Com- 
mission of Conservation, in which the 
subject of Power in Alberta is treated 
by Mr. James White, the assistant to 
the Chairman of the Commission. The 
original paper was prepared for the 
Alberta Industrial Congress, in Cal- 
gary, in August last, but the subject, 
being of such vast importance, and 
its effect so widespread, Mr. White 
was induced to amplify his paper and 
have it issued in pamphlet form. 

At the Industrial Congress, much 
eonsideration was given to the ques- 
tion of the production of power on a 
wholesale scale. This paper demon- 
strates that, by establishing super- 
power stations at the principal coal- 
mining centres, all the power requir- 
ed in the province can be generated 
from coal which, at present, is being 
wasted or left in the mine. It is 
suggested that super-power stations 
at Lethbridge, Drumheller and vicin- 
ity of Edmonton with transmission 
lines of, in general, not more than 
100 miles in length, would supply elec- 
tric energy to practically the whole of 
the province. 

The paper points out that one sta- 
tion at Drumheller, with transmission 
lites not exceeding in lenrth 4 the 
Ontario Hydro-Electric tine from 
Niagara to Windsor, Ont., could sup- 
ply all the villages. te-vns and cities 
of the ‘province except in an area to 
the west and north of Edmonton. The 
energy fonerated by only two great 
steani-electric units of ‘80,000 h.p. 
each, similar to one now in operation 
in a street railway power-hduse in 
New York, would supply the whole 
province with power and light. 

Statistical data of cost of trans- 
mission lines and losses of electric en- 
ergy during transmission are includ- 
ed. The relative costs of steam-elec- 
tric and hydro-electric plants are com- 
pared, and the use of natural gas for 
the nroduction of power, except under 
spectal conditions, is denrecated. The 
possibilities of the electrification of 
rajlwavs. the occurrence of petrolenm 
ane the fixation of nitrogen are brief- 
ly discussed.

Royal 
Capacity to Catch Up. 


Ottawa, December 10.—Discovering 
that considerable Canadian siiver coin 
had been melted and converted into 
bullion, the royal mint at Ottawa, 
which ts under the control of the 
British: government, has been running 
to capacity recently to make up for 
the inroads on the currency. At the 
present time silver bars are quoted in 
New York at $132% per ounce, and 
at 75% pence in London. 

. At this price it is not regarded as 
profitable to melt Canadian coins, sil- 
ver experts stating that there is no 


profit in melting coins unless the 
price of bars is over $1 33 an ounce3. 

Recently the price ha3 been up as 
high as $1.39, and American melters 
had been encouraged in the practice 
by the fact that they can buy one 
dollar's worth of Canadian silver 
coins for 94 cents, and that Canadian 
coinage is more productive of bullion 
than American. 

The finess of the coins in Cana- 
da is placed at 9.25, and in the United 
States at 9.00. After this year the 
difference in finess will likely disap- 
pear.

Price Basis of Wiltshire Bacon 
British Food Ministry Unfair. 


Winnipeg, December 10.—The Brit- 
ish. ministry of food, through E.' A. 
Bevan, New York, have notified Cana- 
dian packers that the basis of Wilt 
shire bacon price is to be f.o.b. Atlan- 
tic coast, worked out from the Chi- 
cago average price paid for selected 
packing. and shipping hogs averaging 
170 to 245 pounds, with the Canadian 
hogs one cent over the Chicago pric- 
es. 

Thus once more does Great Britain 
proceed to hand to Canadian farm- 
ers and ‘packers a particularly sour 
and nasty lemon, according to the 
views of some local authorities ex- 
pressed today. The grossness of the 
{njustice can be gathered, it is point- 
ed out, from the following: The Can- 
adian hogs are 95 per cent. distinctly 
bacon type, the Chicago hogs 80 per 
cent. lard. type. The Chicago hogs, 
because they are lard type, dress out 
78 per cent. of the live weight. The 
Canadian true bacon-type hog dresses 
but 72 per cent. Therefore the one 
cent additional is wiped out complete- 
ly just at this point. The Canadian 
bacon sells and will continue to sell 
to the British consumer for several 
cents, usually from three’ to four 
cents per pound, more than the Am- 
erican bacon. For years Qanada has 
been breeding hogs exclusively to the 
type that has been demanded by the 
British market. Today Canadian bac- 
on is ranked next to the Irish product 
on the British market, while Ameri- 
can bacon stands at the bottom of the 
list. |, : 

In addition to the above the rate 
of exchange sterling is much higher 
in Canada than in the United States. 
lf this state of things continues it 
will be an added reason for the Cana- 
dian producers to get out of the hog 
business, local authorities say today. 
What action the Canadian govern- 
ment proposes to take in this matter 
is being eagerly awaited by westein 


.}ers interested in the matter.

The perfect cup of tea—that is, one 
which contains the maximum amount 
of caffeine and aroma with a mini- 
mum amount of tannin—is brewed as 
follows: Bring freshly drawn water 
to a boil; pour it on one even tea- 
spoonful of tea for each cup, in an 
earthenware or china pot which has 
been previously scalded, and let it re- 
main covered for not more than three 
minutes; then decant or strain into 
another receptacle. The spent leav- 
es should not be used again, because 
practically all the stimulating and 
aromatic constituents have been re- 
moved and that which is remaining 
might be injurious to health. (This 
recipe was furnished by a supervising 
tea examiner.)

What is easiest to do’ is frequently 
what needs least pluck. . 

I think that much of our failure to 
realize the best that is in us is owing 
to a want of pluck to realize fully our 
moral disabilities. «What: we are— 
and what .we' are not, we are only too 
ready to forget, simply because we 
fear to face the truth. But we show 
a.lack of wisdom in this. Certain it 
is that no man ever mended his faults 
by shutting his eyes to them. It is 
equally certain that many a man has 
become great -by a plucky recognition 
of his own limitations,

IF YOU WERE MEXICAN. 


If you wero.a native of Mexico -you 
might be Indian, Spanish or real 
Mexican, which is really a mixture 
of the other two races. Your type 
of civilization would depend largely 
upon the amount of Spanish blood in 
your veins. 

The peasant or poor Mexicans are 
called peons. It has been said that 
the only .flower that will not bloom 
in the warm moist climate of our 
southern neighbor is the peony; for 
the lot of his peon is indeed pitiable 
Although living in a land brilliant 
with flowers and rich with fruits, the 
children are -bowed down from birth 
in dust and poverty. 

That the Mexican appears ¢ dirty 
must be due to the scarcity of water. 
One must either buy water from the 
carrier or depend upon the ditches 
and public fountain. Since many 
Mexicans are more or less averse to 
work, they prefer to remain unwash- 
ed rather than carry water so far. 

Laundry work iis done on _ the 
banks of streams and ditches. . The 
clothes, having been soaked fora day 
or two in jars, are taken to the water 
edge and pounded with stones or rub- 
bed over the rough rocks. Fine linen 
would not stand this treatment very 
long, but the few clothes of the nativ- 
es are woven of coarse material. _ 

It is the ambition of every Mexican 
boy to own a fine sombrero, cr broad- 
brimmed hat with its ice-cream-cone 
crown. After he has made enough 
money to buy one (and some of the 
best cost all the way from twenty-five 
to one hundred dollars) he cares for 
little else than to eat and sleep and 
go to the bull fights. 

Besides tortillas, Mexican children 
gat melons, beans with very hot 
yauce, and sugar cane, which is plen- 
tiful. The tortillas, or corn cakes, 
constitute-the staple and almost un- 
varied diet of the Mexican poor. They 
are dry, flat, almost tasteless cakes, 
made of water and corn flour and bak- 
ed on hot bricks. Preparing these 
tortillas becomes the tiresome job of 
the women and girls; and they must 
be millers as well as bakers. 

Mexican boys are not fond of play. 
Most of their time, when they are 
aot compelled to work, is spent 
lounging against the abode walls of 
their bare, cheerless homes, or walk- 
ing aimlessly around in the hot dusty 
streets. 

Attending the game-cocks becomes 
the boys’ special job in Mexico. 
Sometimes the lads carry their 
charges to school and during reces8 
plan battles between champion fight- 
ers, ° 

Cock fighting as well as bull fight- 
ing is a popular Mexican amusement. 
The places where cock fights take 
place are known ag cock pits. The 
roosters being placed in the center 
of a ring, the owners and spectators 
zather about and watch the battle 
with the greatest interest. There is 
much gambling among the peons on 
the outcome. 

Besides the cock, Mexican boys 
have two other pets—the burro and 
the snake. Although the Burro car- 
ries the family’s burdens, he is often 
mistreated by his owner. Snakes 
serve as special pets which the boys 
delight in smuggling to school in or- 
der to lighten the hours of forced 
study. 

Maybe a picture enters your mind 
what fun it would be while all is still 
in the schoolroom. Still? Then you 
were never near a Mexican school, 
for a humming, buzzing noise can be 
heard a block away. The children 
are studying, and they do it out loud. 

The din continues from seven 
o'clock in the morning until night. 
3ome of the children sit in chairs, 
others sprawl over the floor. They 
learn to use a picture language, 
which is a remnant of the Indian 
days,

On Wednesday evening, Mr. ab OF WwW: 
Bjorkeland;vice-president of the Red 
Deer Agricultural Society, and a well- 
known Holstein breeder, who was ac- 
companied by Mr, D, W. McKinnon, 
the president, delivered a short address 
on Dairying to an appreciative audi- 
ence at the Balmoral schoolhouse, 

He remarked that dairying. was eas- 


fly the most important” and ™ paying 
branch of farming, and the one that 
had the most stability, year in :,and 
year.aut. No matter what part:of the 
world you turned to, wherever ‘dairy- 
ing was carried on on an_ oxtensive’ 
scale, the district seemed more pros- 
perous and the population more settled; 
He referred to the dairying sections 
of Ontario and Quebec, and more es- 
pecially to Denmark, his native coun- 
try. It took time, money and an 
infinite amount of patience to build up 
a good dairy herd, but when once done, 
the farmer was not in a hurry to dis- 
perse his herd, especially when the real 
rewards of his energy were becoming 
more apparent every year. Being able 
to buy a good dairy herd en bloc was 
practically an unknown thing. 


In 1864, Denmark, after its. war witn ,/ 


ermany, found itself almost bankrupt 4 
and the government turned its atten- © 
tion-to dairying as a means of replen- 
ishing the broken finances of~that 
country. A system of co-operative 
creameries sprang up, and have been 
operated with such success that today 
Denmark has risen in fifty years from 
virtual bankruptcy to the richest na- 
tion per capita in the world, and 
Danish butter and other products of 
the dairy are a, standard the world 
over, 

With respect to pastures, he was of 
the opinion that brome was the most 
reliable and suitable to this part of the 
west. Some complained that it was 
hard to get rid of. What did they 
want to get rid of it for, anyway? It 
was always good feed, was the first. 
grass to start in the spring and the 
last to freeze in the fall. 

Mr. Bjorkeland advocated the grow- 
ing use of silos, to those that could 
afford them, as being a solution to the 
winter feed problem, and remarked 
that Prof. Hutton, of the C.P.R. Dem- 
onstration Farm, was experimenting 
with the sunflower for silage,.as it had 
been found to have.as much food value 
for stock as corn, and was adapted to 
the climate of the West. 

He laid special stress on the clean 
handling of milk. He had heard that 
40 per cent of the babies of Canada 
died before they were one year old, and 
he was sure that a good percentage of 
these could be traced to impure milk, 
or milk of inferior quality. Dirty milk’ 
was the rankest. poison. Somebody 
had remarked to-him that milking was 
a dirty job. This was true when the 
man himself was a dirty milker. Milk- | 
ing was no longer the drudgery it used 
to be. The milking machine had solv- 
ed the problem, and, whén kept clean, 
was an unqualified success. : a 

With respect to building up a good 
dairy herd, it was not absolutely nec- 
essary to have purebreds, both male 
and female, but to see that the sire 
was purebred and of good stock, and’ 
to keep breeding the best of the females 
to sires of proven good milking stock.. 


If the bull was not purebred, the off-.. :~**"~ 


spring was not a grade but a scrub. 

In the care of calves the majority of 
farmers turned them on the grass when 
too young, giving them skim milk at 
the same time. This was just inviting 
the scrubs. Keep them penned up, with 
enough room for exercise, and give 
them the milk with a little dry feed to 
nibble at, and they would thrive, but 
they must be given feed that will keep 
them growing from the start. 

In conclusion, the speaker strongly 
advocated the milking of a few good 
cows by every farmer, as a- means of 
reducing the high cost of living, and 
improving the prosperity of the coun- 
try at large, and also to help keep up’ 
the fertility of the farm, as our virgin 
soil would not last forever, unless wa 
put something back into It. 

Mr. C. L. Walde, as chairman, thank~ 
ed Mr. Bjorkeland for his address ang 
remarked that if more meetings on 
farm topics were held throughout the 
district, at which both outside and 
local men were invited to speak, many 
of our farm problems would be auto- 
matically helped and ventilated, and, 
much could be gained by every farmer 
individually by the interchange of 
views at such meetings. 
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MEXICO’S SILVER MINES IDLE 


Only 60 per cent. of tke silver min- 
es of Mexico, which was once_ the lead- 
ing producer of silver in the world, 
are being worked. As a result of this 
situation, Mexico can not take advan- 
tage of the high price of silver, which 
may be due in part, to the chaotic 
condition of the industry in the repub- 
lic. 

Mexico once produced 50 per cent. 
of the world’s output. The reasons 
for the present conditions are: Lack 
of security in working the mines, both 
to the workmen and the properties, 
due to the activities of the revolution- 
ists; irregularity in railway communi. 
cations, due to the disorganized con- 
dition of the railroads of the repub- 
lic; shortage of explosives and rail- 
way rolling stock, due to the depre- 
dations of rebels and regular troops; 
shortage of technical personnel, which 
has always been composed of foreign- 
ers, due to the anti-foreign attitude 
of the government.

Organized at Red Deer by 
Mrs. McKinney, M.P.P 


The citizens of Red Deer had _ the 
pleasure on Sunday and Monday even- 
ings of hearing Mrs. L. J. McKinney, 
M.P.P. for Claresholm, Provincial Pre- 
sident of the W.C.T. Union, speak on 
some re-construction problems, esnect- 
ally in connection with the temperance 
work, Mrs. McKinney is always a 
welcome visitor, and the local W. C. 
T. U. workers were much encouraged 
by her stay with them. 

, Mrs. McKinney said the reconstruc- 
tion demands were so big that they 
were apt to become vague and confus- 
ing to the individual; each citizen, 
however, could not be* excused on this 
ground, or by want of inclination; each 
citizen must find out what was his or 
her part to do in this great work. The 
Inter-church Forward Movement was 
an indication that the Church was face 
to face with the conviction that the 
world cared nothing for it or its mes- 
sage. Most people wanted to make the 
best investment they could of their 
lives, but how few wanted to become 
Christians, to become true followers of 
Christ? The Church had a message 
but it was failing to bring its message 
to the world in a way the world under- 
stood. The Church was composed of 
individual members, “of you and me.” 
What was the Church for? For one 
thing—worship. Worship, Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney defined as seeing God in every- 
thing and everybody, seeing one’s self 
in one's imperfections, and going out 
to declare God to the world. To be 
orthordox was not enough: one had 
not caught the spirit of Christ who 
only tried out a few of his methods. 
They needed a vision of the moral pur- 
pose of Jesus, they needed to have the 
spirit of Christ translated into every- 
day Hfe. By living in Christ they could 
fill the church, they could conquer the 
Hquor traffic and other evils. Unless 
they attended to those conditions 
which made for poverty and degrada- 
tion they were not in a position to talk 
too much to heathen peoples; mission- 
aries found their chief obstacle in 
China, not in the teachings of Con- 
fucius, but in the conditions in so- 
called Christian lands, and in the lives 
of Anglo-Saxon people. 

Since she had attended the World’s 
W.C.T.U. convention she had never 
become discouraged over the progress 
of the temperance work because she 
realized that they were part of a great 
world movement. She pointed out the 
progress prohibition had been as_ the 
result of the quickening of the con- 
sciences of men and women during the 
war. That you cannot make men moral 
by law was a He, Mrs. McKinney em- 
Phatically declared, and she showed 
how prison farms had been closed in 
this province for want of men to work 
them, and how the commitments to 
Jail had fallen off. She could not un- 
derstand the force of the argument for 
personal liberty so long as they lived 
among children. Prof. Leacock had 
talked about the comforts cut off by 
prohibition. Whose comforts? Those 
of the women and children? 
workingman could not have his beer. 
he would demand luxuries, Prof. Lea- 
cock said. Why not? The great Win- 
nipeg strike passed off into little blood- 
shed, except that caused by the en- 
forcement of the municipal authority; 
that could not possibly have happened 
except under prohibition. Employers 
had welcomed prohibition as - tending 
to make their workmen more efficient, 
but the workmen had found that pro- 
hibition was giving them as sober 
brains as their employers’, That there 
was lack of adequate enforcement of 
the present prohibition law in Alberta 
was due to Bolshevism—the Bolshe- 
vism of the well dressed, respectable. 
prominent business man who broke 
the law and talked against its strict 
enforcement. Mrs. McKinney dealt 
with some of the uncertainties of the 
recent Dominion prohibitory legisla- 
tion re inter-provincial trade, and 
urged a plebiscite to request the Do- 
minion government to shut off the im- 
portation of liquor into this province.

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COURT OF REVISION 


The City Couneil met as a Court of 
Revision on Wednesday afternon and 
spent a couple of hours in investigat-
